A Scotsman, resident in New York, writes 
to the Scotsman that “the silver craze is 
assuming such alarming proportions that 
there is beginning to be a fear that it may 
contro! the selecfion.

One correspondent contemplates compla- 
cently, if not joyfully, the prospect of an 
early and acute financial panic in the States 
as “‘such a state of affairs would help ma- 
terlally in defeating Bryan.”” Our advices 
inform us, ‘however, that the bankers have 
deferred for the present the playing of this 
game. Perhaps they know better the tem- 
per of the people. 

Speculations are rife as to the effect on 
England of Bryan’s election. The Times 
and Echo, a radical paper, unsubsidized 
and fearless, says in its issue of July 19: 
“If Bryan is elected and the Democratic 
platform enacted into law there will be 
war between this country and the United 
States before this time next year. The great 
capitalists who forced Mr. Gladstone to oc- 
cupy Egypt will compel any Government in 
office here to declare war against America 
sooner than that their holdings of American 
bonds shall shrink to half values.” 

The same joumal certainly admits a condi- 
tion justifying war when it says: “If the 
single gold standard can be forced upon 
South America and Asia, as it has been 
since 1873 forced on North America and 
Europe, gold must inevitably appreciate to 
at least four times its presént absurd value; 
or to put it otherwise, commodities must 
decline to one-fourth of the present price, 
and labor, all the world over, be crucified 
as it was never crucified before—in days of 
mediaeval serfdom or even chattel slavery. 
Such is the contest. If the money lords 
can force gold monometallism upon the 
whole world, they will succeed in establish- 
ing the most gigantic moneyed aristocracy 
among the rich, and the worst system of 
ery serfdom among the ‘masses’ that 
as ever cursed the hapless sons of men. 
But they will mot succeed. [I have long 
leaned to the belief that the social revolu- 
tion would come to us out of the dauntless 
bosom of the far West, and the present 
struggle is but the beginning of the end of 
oe ‘classes’. both in the new world and the

The English Government will undoubtedly 
tle up the Venezuelan question till after the 
election. If the Democratic party goes into 
power next March, the aristocrats who run 
the English empire will find that they can 
not “honorably” treat with a nation which 
has “‘dishonored”’ its name and credit. 
should the aristocracy of England, assisted 
by the aristocracy of all Europe, endeavor 
to collect its American dividends as it did 
its TY gfe dividends, by force of arms, it 
would light up the grandest Democratic con- 
fiagration that the world has ever seen. 
Every nation attached to such a league 
would suddenly find its vitals ripped open 
by its own Democracy. For the Democracy 
of England, of France, and of Germany, 
fully understands that the aristocracy of 
Europe is simply a set of thieves; centuries 
of oppression have taught this lesson all too 
well. The masses of these countries would 
not send their sons to be slaughtered aiter 
the manner of the peasantry of Spain—a 
sacrifice on the altar of robbery and oppres- 
sion.

Capt. Carrillo Talks About Gomez and 
Tells How Jose Maceo 
Died. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Eight Cubans and 
Americans who have been fighting for 
Cuban liberty arrived here yesterday on 
the steamer Antilla, of the Bahama Steam- 
ship Company. They made their escape 
from Cuba in an open boat. After three 
days of suffering and danger they reached 
Nassau, in the Bahamas, where they board- 
ed the steamer for New York. Seven of the 
eight wore wallets that hung from straps 
over.their shoulders. These wallets were 


locked and seajed and contained private 
letters of the utmost importance to the 
Cuban Junta, and to other patriets and 
friends of Cuba here. Various reasons 
urged the coming of the seven to this 
country, but they were all chosen as bear- 
ers of these important messages, because 
they are good men and true. 

The Spaniards had wind of their or. 
The gunboat Golondrino was patrolling the 
coast on the watch for them. Secretly, 
while they were hidden, the preparations for 
their departure were made. 

Everything being in readiness, the seven 
made their way to Nuevitas. The boat was 
hidden in the underbrush on the shore. 
There was a fine moon on the night of July 
23. Those in hiding saw the Golondrino pass, 
her searchlight flashing here and there, 
looking for them with an eye animated by 
electricity. They were invisible to that eye. 
The gunboat went on. They launched their 
boat, climbed in, hoisted the sail and set off. 
The heat by day was terrific. Col. Cespedes 
was suffering intensely. The inflammation 
in his leg made him a fit subject for a hos- 
pital. But while the boat rocked and rose 
and fell Col. Cespedes had to sit there with 
his wounded leg in the air, for that position 
alone eased the intense throbbing of the in- 
flamed blood. 

These patriotic Cubans brought with 
them, besides the story of their adventurous 
escape, a great deal of interesting infor- 
mation. 

“It was at the battle of Gato Hills when 
Jose Maceo was killed,” said Capt. Car- 
rillo, his face flushing excitedly at the recol- 


lection, ‘‘Like all the generals of the Cuban 
army, Maceo never thought of personal 
safety. He said: ‘Follow me"’ At the 


Gato Hills he ordered a charge on Gen. 
Sandoval’s division, which was formed in 
a hollow square. Maceo led. His horse 
wae killed under him. He made Lieut. 
Bonne dismount and jumped on his horse. 


The Spanish square blazed... Maceo fell, 
shot in the head. He lay th re while the 
blood gushed from his mourh. Raising 


himself, that brave man found his voice, 
and, half choking, exciaimed, ‘Al 
machete!’ 


“He was buried near the spot where he 
fell. His comrades adored him. Yet when 
we arrived at Nassau we were surprised 
to read the reports in the newspapers of 
dissensions among the Cuban Generals.”’ 

Carrillo paused and clinched his teeth, 
“That's a Spanigh lie!’ he said. 

Carrillo turned from Maceo to Maximo 
Gomez. “Gomez is the most wonderful 
man in America!’ he exclaimed. ‘‘Remem- 
ber, he is 67 years old. He wears a full 
beard, which is white, so he no longer 
looks like the pictures of him that have 
been published. He is a disciplinar'ian—a 


martinet. He does not talk much. He is 
as taciturn as n. Grant was, but that 
is only before a battle. When Gomez is 


particularly ruff and disagreeable his 
soldiers say: ‘There's going to be a fight.’ 
They're usually right.’

LOCAL BRANCH NOT CLOSED. 


The Columbus Buggy Co. Failure’s 
Causes and Effects 


The failure of the Columbus Buggy Com- 
pany at Columbus, O., has not closed the 


St. Louis branch of the concern, which is in 


charge of Mr. W. C. Harris. 

Mr. Harris said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “I received a notice Saturday aft- 
ernoon to the effect that the company had 
gone into the hands of receivers and that I 
should hereafter make all my. accountings 
to them. There was Lae pe said about 
closing or stopping business in any other 
way. 

“As nearly as I can learn the failure is tne 
direct result of other failures at Cincinnati 
and Chicago. The first firm to go under was 
the Starer & Abbot Co. of Chicago, of whicli 
the Columbus company was a large cred- 
itor. This was followed almost immediate- 
ly by the failure of Emerson & Fisher at 
Cincinnati. of 

“These two failures and the difficulty in 


making collections brought about the disas- , 


ter. he credit business had gone too far 
and it was impossible to make collections, 
so the only thing to do to protect the cred- 
itors was to assign.”’ 

The Columbus company was a partnership 
concern between George M. Peters and Clin- 
ton D. Firestone. It was the largest and 
one of the oldest vehicle manufactories in 
the United States. It was started on a 
small scale about thirty years ago, the fun- 
damental idea being the manufacture at 
wholesale of interchangeable parts of ve- 
hicles, so that they could be made ‘nore 
rapidly. and cheaply. From a small concern 
the coMpany grew into one doing two or 
three Million douwars worth of business a 
year and employing from 600 to 1,000 men in 
the shops and offices. 

Branch houses exist all over the United 
States and the volume of business is larze. 

Mr. Harris, the local agent, has been 
summoned to ~olumbus to meet the receiv- 
ers, Messrs. W. W. Miles and John M. 
Thomas. both experienced carriage men.

EXECUTIONS IN THE BOOGHER 
CASE TO BE ISSUED THURSDAY. 


A SURPRISING DENOQUEMENT. 


Defendant in the Suit Failed to File a 
Supersedeas Bond After His Ap- 
peal and the Executions Result. 


An execution against all the property of 


-Maj. C. C. Rainwater, President of the Mer- 


chants’ Bridge & Terminal Railway Co., 
President of the Rainwater-Doneghy Hat 
Co., and President of the Covénant Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., of St. Louis, will be is- 
sued next Thursday under a judgment for 
$42,350 secured by Simon L. Boogher. 

Maj. Rainwater is accounted a rich man. 
The assessment against the real estate heid 


by him individually in June, 1895, was some- 
thing over $12,000. That against C. C. Rain- 
water and others and C. C. Rainwater as 
trustee, brought the total to about $25,000. 
His holdings of personal property, stocks, 
bonds and the like, are also said to be ex- 
tensive. 

Accordingly, Attorney John H. Boogher, 
representing Simon L. Boogher, says he 
has no fear that the large ju ent will not 
be satisfied. 

Maj. Rainwater could have avoided the 
execution by filing a supersedeas bond on 
or before last Saturday. Whep the sensa- 
tional suit filed by Simon L. Boogher was 
decided in favor of Mr. Boogher an ap- 
peal was taken by Maj. Rainwater. Ac- 
cording to Attorney Boogher, the announce- 
ment was, made that a supersedeas bond 
would be -filed. Boogher accordingly held 
off the execution. 

Double the amount of the judgment was 
required as security. bond of $85,000 
is difficult to secure at short notice. What 
caused the failure to file a bond, however, 
is a matter of conjecture, as both Maj. 
Rainwater and Col. John H. Overall, his 
attorney, stated Monday that they had 
nothing to say about the matter. 

Maj. Rainwater was in consultation with 
Col. Overall at the time in Col. Overall’s 
office in the Laclede building. 

The bond would have prevented an execu- 
tien under the judgment until the appeal 


| had been decided. With a reversal of the 


judgment, the bond would, of course, be 
void. In addition, a bord would have se- 
cured to Simon lL. Boogher the entire 
amount of the judgment, provided it were 
affirmed by the higher court, leaving the 
sureties to recover from Maj. Rainwater. 

Attorney Boogher explained Monday that 
it would require several days for the execu- 
tion to be reached in the Circuit Clerk's 
office, which would delay its issuance until 
Thursday. 

“The time for filing the bond having ex- 
pired,’’ said Mr. Boogher, “éxecution issues 
under the judgment as a natural sequence. 
The rapers will be senj to the Sheriff as 
soon as they are prepared in the Clerk’s 
officse, without any intervention on my part 
being necessary. , 

“I do not believe there will be any diffi- 
culty in making the amount of the judg- 
ment. Ido not think either that all of Maj. 
Rainwater’s property will be required lo 
satisfy [t. 

The real estate on which there is an as- 
sessment against Maj. Rainwater individ- 
aay consists of his residence, 21 Benton 
place.

GOLD AND WAGES. 

When such papers as the Chicago Times- 
Herald talk about the danger that work- 
ingmen will be paid in a fifty-cent dollar, 
‘they are absurd. All wages in this coun- 
try are now paid im silver certificates, 
.@ach dollar of which means that a silver 

dollar has been deposited in the treasury 
and paper issued against it, merely be- 
cause it is easier to handle the paper 
than the metal. Nine-tenths of the coun- 
try’s retail business is now done in sil- 
ver and silver certificates. The gold ba- 
sis simply means that the workingman 
will get fewer silver dollars than he is 
now getting for the same work. If gold 
is the sole standard, forcing gold up 
forces wages down. The people who are 
talking about paying wages in gold dol- 
lars know they can not doit. If it were 
attempted every factory in the country 
would close in less than a month. What 
they propose to do is to measure work in 
Gear gold, but pay for it in cheap paper. 


HOT WEATHER ADVICE. 


A correspondent, who is a painter, com- 
Plains that Dr.’ Love’s advice about how 
to avoid sunstroke is not adapted to the 
conditions the workingman has to put 
up with. He says: “I can’t stop working 
and get off the scaffold or stage and get 
@ drink of carbonated water with a dash 
of lemon in it.

‘Make carbonated water with lemon in.” 

The conditions under which many men 
have to work in this hot weather are 
certainly very trying. But sensible men 
can do a great deal towards making 
those conditions more endurable, es- 
pecially by avoiding what is evidently 
hurtful to the human system during hot 
spells. 

The working man, as well as the clerk 
or professional man, can avoid eating too 
heartily, or of too much fatty or starchy 
foods, which are known to raise the tem- 
perature of the body. This does not 
mean that the worker need abstain to 
such an extent as to reduce his strength 
and make himself unfit for his work, 

Ordinarily lemonade is as cheap as 
beer, and workers on a building or any 
other “job” can combine to have a lot 
of lemonade, with plenty of ice in it, 
kept on hand, and supplied to them as 
wanted by the boy who usually carries 
Water. Iced tea is also a refreshing and 
cooling drink, and in Europe it has been 
found that water in which a little wheat 
bran has been thrown makes a good 
drink out in the harvest mld, where it 
has largely taken the place of beer. 

Dr. Love's advice is summed up in 
the word “moderation.” * That is the 
whole secret and is as simple as it is

Death of Sir William Grove. 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—Sir William Grove is 
dead, aged 85 years. In 1835 he turned h’‘s 
attention to the study of electricity, and 
succeeded, in 1839, in contriving the power- 
ful voltaic battery which bears his name 
and the gas battery. Sir William made 
several important discoveries in e tricity 
and optics, and he was the auth of a 
remarkable lecture, delivered in January, 
1842, on ““The Progress of Physical Science 
Since the Opening of the London Institu- 
tion.”” In this lecture he first announced 
the doctrine of the mutual convertibility 
of the various natural forces—heat, elec- 


tricity, etc.—and of their being all modes of 


motion or forms of persistent force.

They flaunt their colored lights on busy 
thoroughfares on which crowded street cars 
whirl past with loads of respectability, af- 
fording passengers glimpses of degrada- 


_ within ribald songs, vulgarity and 
oaths assail the ears of passers-by on foot. 
Depravity flourishes behind frosted doors 
that serve to hide from sight, but cannot 
conceal from the other senses, the dis- 
graceful scenes enacted nightly. . 

They are traps for unwary virtue, se 
as close to the haunts of innocence as the 
P rietors dare set them. 

The dives on the Levee front are disgust- 
ing, but not dangerous. Their habitues are 
sodden wretches who had sunk below de- 
pravity before they became habitues.

Joseph Thiesmann, who was shot in the 
neck by Louis Kahre in Benedict Thies- 
mann’s dairy, 2421 Bircher street, Sunday, 
is not out of danger. The Mullanphy Hos- 
pital physicians said Monday that they 


could not say whether he would recover. 

The police are still trying to catch Kahre, 

The shooting was done without provoca- 
‘tion, and in a spirit of anger, according to 
the Thiesmanns. Kahre was employed about 
the dairy at $18 a month and board, and his 
wages were not due until Aug. 16. 

He drew 50 cents from Benedict Thies- 
mann Sunday morning, and after the dairy 
owner went out with his wagon Kahre de- 
manded $1 from Mrs. Thiesmann. She 
told him to wait until her husband returned 
and the man left the house in a ra 

He went to the cow stable where Joseph 
and Barney Thiesmann were, and without 
warning drew a revolver. He fired at Barney 
and the latter fied, but Joseph Thiesmann 
delayed, apparently not fearing Kahre. 

A bullet pierced Joseph’s neck, then he 
ran for his life. He fell exhausted in 
neighbor’s grape arbor. 

He bled very freely and could not talk 
when an ambulance arrived. 

Kahre fled and was last seen crossing a 
fence on Marcus avenue. He is 6% feet high, 
weighs 140 pounds and came from Germany 
only a few years ago. He used to work for 
Barney Bierman, a dairyman, and the Polar

SALOON AND WINE ROOM FIRE. 


Edward Strube’s Resort on Locust 
Street Destroyed. 


The saloon, wine-rooms and roof garden 
of Edward Strube, at 1901 Locust street, 
were destroyed by fire at 1 o'clock Monday 
morning. 

The building that served as a home for the 


.Strube outfit is a two-story brick, running 


back on Nineteenth street the entire length 
of the block, and is ‘owned by John Neu- 
nert, who occupied the rear two-thirds of 
the building with His carriage repair shop. 

The alarm was 4urned in at 12:51-and the 
department promptly responded, saving the 
building, which is damaged to the extent of 
about $2,000. The saloon sustained the 
brunt of the damage and is a complete 
wreck: The loss.is covered by insurance to 
the amount of $4,500. 

The fire originated downstairs at a point 
near the partition separating the carriage 
repair shop fromthe saloon. The flames 
spread upwards and out towards Locust 
street, not even Feetaans tae wooden wall 
on the lower floor separating the saloon 
from the carriage shop. On the second floor 
the wall was burnt through and consider- 
able damage sustained. 

John Neunert, the owner of the building, 
is unable to estimate his loss on building 
and stock, but is protected by insurance. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. Strube 
together with his barkeeper and colored 
porter. left the building at 12:10. The arc 
ight was left burning, affording a clear 
view of the interior from thé streets. Neith- 
er Strube nor Neunert was at home when 
informed of the fire by the police. 

No one was asleep on the premises. 

A second alarm was turnexu in as a pre- 
cautionary measure to avoid the possible 
spread of the flames to the valuable buiild- 
ings in the neighborhood, among others the 
Museum of Fine Arts, directly across the 
street.

Conley is a laborer. While the baby was 


sick, he being unable to hire a physician, 
took it daily to the City Dispensary for 
treatment. 

riday, when it was so hot, Conley want- 
ed to take the little sufferer to the Dis- 
pensary, but feared to take it out in the 
broiling sun without the protection of an 
umbrella. Mrs. Conley knew the Bradys 
had a big sun shade, so she stepped next 
door and asked Brady to lend it to her 
husband to protect thesick baby on the way 
to the Dispensary. 

Brady told her he didn’t have an umbrella, 
so Conley would not venture forth with the 
baby. The little thing grew worse that af- 
ternoon, and Mrs. Conley finally prevailed 
on a doctor to drop in to see it, but nothing 
could be done, and the child died. 

Sunday evening the Conleys were sitting 
on the door steps with the Bradys, and Mrs. 
Conley was weeping. 

Conley, both sad and sore, remarked: 
“And there be some mighty unsocial neigh- 
bors when sickness and death comes to a 
house on Ripple street.”’ 

*“‘How be that, and what have 
yez?’’ said yee : 

“‘When the child was dying, and the wife 
begged ye for the loan of a sunshade, which 
ye well had, ye turned her off with a cold 
answer.’’ 

“You’re a liar and your wife too,” hotly 
replied Brady. . 

“‘You’re another and’ a wretch that will be 
denied the last sacrament,’’ retorted Conley. 

A cursing match ensued and Mrs. Conley 
and Mrs. Brady were about to pull each 
other’s hair, whén suddenly Brady jumped 
up and walked around the house. Conley re- 
mained sitting and was trying to quiet his 
wife, when he was struck a terrible blow 
from behind that flattened him out on the 
ground. 

Brady struck the blow with a heavy pick 
handle. Brady’s ire was up, and he started 
in to beat the life out of Conley and would 
probably have done so had it not been 
for the women. 

Mrs. Conley finally dragged her husband 
away more dead than alive and drenched 
with his own blood. 

Monday morning Conley reached the 
Dispensary, and Dr. Lippe took a dozen 
stitches in one gash on the back 
head and three or four stitches in another 
on his forehead. Besides these wounds 
Conley’s eyes were black and swollen, and 
it will be several days before he is able 
to. work again.
